A CAMPAIGN AMPAIGNS OF education are the regular thing. 
OF EDUCATION. As often as elections come around party 

leaders declare that ¢hzs time the people are going 
to find out for themselves just what is what. There was never a cam- 
paign yet in which the people were not politely supposed to be raven- 
ously eager for enlightenment, to the end that they might vote wisely. 
But we all know that the average campaign of education is a campaign 
of blind prejudice and unthinking enthusiasm. The party leaders seek 
to arouse and direct these forces; and the people read the editorials that 
rhyme with their views, and vote invariably with the fine old party to 
which they chance to be allied. In the present campaign there seems 
really to be some slight excuse for the boasts of both parties that the 
people are aroused to the need of thinking for themselves. After years 
of evasion and compromise by each party the money question is clearly 
before the people, and it has come before them in such a way that, if 
they are to solve it intelligently, a large number of them must leap out of 
party bounds and make a declaration of mental independence. The situ- 
ation is so simply defined that there should be no doubt as to his course in 
the mind of any voter; yet voters are so wrapped up in the worship of 
Party that it will be a rare and impressive triumph of intelligence over 
fanaticism if the coming election registers any considerable revolt from 
party traditions.

It is important, of course, that every voter should know his sound- 
money catechism. But it is vastly more important that every voter should 
realize his sacred duty to himself and to his country to vote squarely in 
accordance with his convictions. Plain honesty demands that he select 
his ticket without regard to the party name that heads it. The danger 
’ that he will vote unwisely through ignorance is not nearly so great as the 

danger that he will vote dishonestly through mistaken devotion to a party 
name. The kind of education that is chiefly needed, therefore, is the kind 
that will carry this common-sense truth home to him. And this will be 
no slight task, for it is a sad fact that man is pretty much of a sheep and 
scampers wildly along with the flock at a time of alarm. A _ further

The voter of honest intentions is thus facing two influences that 
threaten to enslave him: his blind attachment to his party, and the 
blandishments of the machine leaders. If he would escape both, he must 
defy tradition and turn a deaf ear to these political mercenaries. To this 
end he should assure himself that, broadly speaking, there is in this 
campaign no Republican party and no Democratic party. The people, 
regardless of parties, have forced into the field an issue that demands and 
deserves an honest vote. One party has been forced to declare for sound 
money and another for unsound money. All that any voter may honestly 
concern himself with is his standing on this question. It outranks in 
importance any other difference between the contesting parties. Protection 
and Tariff Reform are variable things and may mean much or little, as 
we have learned in the last four years. But the proposed overthrow of 
our currency system would mean a commercial revolution. We can not 
have just a little free coinage of silver, — we must have all or nothing; 
and both the adherents and opponents of that doctrine will admit that it 
means infinitely more, cither for weal or woe, than the mere readjustment 
of some tariff schedules. A Protective Tariff is an evil that may be 
remedied at any time, and its bad effects will practically cease with its 
abolition. But the effects of a law permitting the free coinage of silver 
would continue indefinitely beyond its repeal, because such a law would 
strike at the very life of all trade. To the voter who condemns both, Pro- 
tection must, therefore, seem the lesser evil.

Under these circumstances no Democrat who believes in sound-money 
can consistently vote the Democratic ticket, nor can any Free-silver-Re- 
publican honestly vote the ticket of his party. Such action by either would 
be worse than illogical: it would be dishonest and unpatriotic. Hereto- 
fore the parties themselves have shirked this issue and the country has 
suffered incalculable loss through their cowardice. Now the issue is up 
and the people should rise above the idolatry of Party and vote it down. 
The next election should not only settle the currency question for all time 
to come, but it should furnish new evidence of the wisdom of our form of 
government: it should show that the people are not shackled by party 
chains, — that they can vote with intelligent independence and get what 
they go for.
